How to Drive Your Car Safely Around 


Curve* and .Corners 


' There are a number of different kinds of curve» and corners, but the 
illustration^ show the principal varieties. "Cornering" is an art that 
cvcrv race driver learns because he must be expert enough to pull his 
car around a curve or corner at a terrific speed. Tne loss 01 a iew 
seconds around a corner or curve may make all the d:Serence between 
winning or losing the race. However, when you and I arc out on 
the road, seconds are not so important to us as arming at oar destina- 
tion «*fely. The tow car and repair shop would not be nearly so 
busv as they sometimes are. and accident:, would be considerably 
reduced, it every driver would observe a few simple rales when round- 
ing curves and corners. 


Here we have a curve going up 


a hill- Few drivers like to coast 
down a hill slowly, nor is it neces- 
sary to do so if you have a straight 
hill that is not" very steep. Sup- 
pose, however, you are driving up| 
a hill and there is another car mr 
front of you. think of the risk you 
run, if, just to save a minute or two, 
you pull out and try to pass the car 
ahead of you while it is on a. curve. 
If there is another car coming down 


i the hill, it will probably be travcl- 
i ing at a fair speed, and if you pull 


J out to pass the car ahead, it may be

Obliterate These Three: 


Poverty, Ignorance, Disease

FEW days ago I saw a full-page, illustrated 
editorial showing ihe effect of ignorance upon 
the human race. Multitudes of men and women 


•were pictured as being pursued by the monster 
slave-driver ''"Ignorance," "who plied them with a 
thrcc-lash whip. The lashes were labelled "poverty," 
"superstition" and "disease." 


There is no doubt that ignorance is responsible 


for much poverty and distress. Lack of some spit 
of education—technical, practical or collegiate—is 
almost certain to doom the victim of its deprivation 
to a life-time of hard labor. Too often hard labor means accident, sick- 
ness, bad housing and every sort of hardship. 


Ignorance leads to superstition, to-y- 


the neglect of sensible means of liv- 
ing, and the sane view of life which, 
is so essential to happiness and well- 
founded content. 
But worse than all the rest, ignor- 


ance is responsible for disease and 
death. Innocent children and hard- 
ened sinners arc equally certain to 
meet disaster because of their ignor- 
ance of the rules of life. 
The other night I heard a superin- 
tendent of schools in an American 
city present arguments in favor of 
requiring the same high standards in 
bodily perfection as are required hy 
schools and colleges in intellectual 
development. This can be done in 
city schools where there are doctors, 
nurses and physical directors- 
But 
it is very different in the country, 
in the towns and villages, and in the 
small cities -where no financial pro- 
vision is mads for instruction in 
health and hygiene. Even in the 
great, rich cities there is rarely 
found the financial support essential 
to carrying out a complete program 
of health. 
Ignorance regarding the signifi- 


cance of bad fc.jth is enough in it- 
self to determine the future health or 
ill health of an individual. ^V0 must 
stop regarding teeth merely as ob- 
jects of adornment. 
"We must begin 


to estimate them in relation to the 
well-being and efficiency of the in- 


" 
dividual- "When we do this we 
come to appreciate that dental ignor- 
ance has resulted -in unlimited dis- 
turbance to the human race. 


Ignorance of what may happen if 
the blood ' becomes 
contaminated 


leads to the most dreadful of all 
diseases. This poisoning may cause 
conditions which will end in paraly- 
sis, blindness and death. 
Ignorance of the lasting effects of 
wrong living and wrong thinking 
mav cause suffering for the victim 
himself, lor his family and for pos- 
terity. 
Ignorance is a 
dreadful 


thing. 
Knowledge is, power, it is said. 


Certainly nowhere else in human 
experience is it so important to dis- 


j pel ignorance- as it is in dealing with 
j heaith and disease. The more you 
know about disease and health, the 
wavs to k^ep or to gel health, the 
happier and healthier you will be. 
Let us do our share to obliterate 


poverty, infection and disease by \ 
helping ex-ery good movement for 
better training, especially of the 
young, in all things seeking to wipe 
out ignorance.
